Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 33-64 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
cited on attached form PTO-892 is the most relevant prior art known, however, the 
invention of claims 33-64 distinguishes over the prior art of record for the following 
reasons. 

Regarding claims 33, 63 and 64; the claims are allowable over the prior art of 
record because none of the references either alone or in combination disclose or render 
obvious a water-resistant telecommunication cable with a water-soluble polymer 
material comprising a copolymer having a polymerization degree higher than about 
1,800, first and second plasticizers and having a complex modulus equal or higher than 
2.5 * 10 6 MPa, a ratio of the viscous modulus to the elastic modulus equal or lower than 
2.3, and a glass transition temperature of about 20° to about 35° C along with the other 
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limitations of the claim. Anelli et al. (US 2002/0041744 A1) teaches a water-resistant 
optical fiber cable with a polymer copolymer having a hydrolysis degree of from 50% to 
95%, but does not disclose the claimed polymerization degree, complex modulus, ratio 
of the viscous modulus to the elastic modulus, nor the glass transition temperature. 
Maritano et al. (WO 03/056576 A1) also teaches a water-resistant optical fiber cable 
with a polymer copolymer having a hydrolysis degree of from 60% to 95%, but does not 
disclose the claimed polymerization degree, complex modulus, ratio of the viscous 
modulus to the elastic modulus, nor the glass transition temperature. Claims 34-62 
depend from claim 33.
